Arnett said instructions given by Circuit Judge 
Philip Rarick allowed the jury the choices of 
guilty or not guilty of first-degree murder. Arnett 
said the jury should have had the option of a 
reckless homicide verdict 

“If I'm sitting on the jury and (guilty or not 
guilty) are all ve got to work with, I’ve got to 
find ‘me guilty,” Arnett said, but added the jury 
would have ruled Scrum’s death involuntary man- 
slaughter ‘‘because that’s what it was.” 

Arnett repeated statements made during the tri- 
al, saying his car was sideswiped by Scrum, that 
Scrum would not pull over to talk about it and, that 
Serum made an obscene gesture. 

Scrum's father, Vince Scrum, has said his son 
would not have acted as described by Arnett. 

Although why it occurred is disputed, Arnett 
‘admitted he raised his shotgun and fired at Todd 
Serum’s car. When the blast struck Scrum, the car 
left the westbound lane of 1-270, hit a guardrail 
about a mile east of 111, traveled about 100 feet 
farther and halted. 

“I knew the guy wrecked the car, but I didn’t 
mean to kill him,”’. Arnett said. ‘I. didn't even 
know I’d shot the guy until it came out on the 
news.”’ 

After the trial. Tuesday, jury foreman Howard 
Bolten, Granite City, said he-deubted that an invol- 
untary manslaughter option would have influenced 
jurors.

Smoke detectors must be 
installed in all existing Wlinois 
dwellings, effective July 1, 


according to a reminder from 
the Office ofthe State Fire Mar- 
shal. 

Newly built, reconstructed or 
substantially remodel 
upon first o¢cupancy after Jan. 


1, 1988, had to have smoke detec-_ 


-tors that were wired into the AC™ 


(alternating current) power line. 

Existing dwellings may have 
either AC or battery-operated 
detectors. The state fire marshal 
has determined that detectors 
that have the Underwriters’ Lab- 
oratories (UL) seal are accept- 
able in Illinois. 

“As Gov. James Thompson 
commented when he signed the 
bill into law last fall,’ State’ Fire 
Marshal Thomas. Bestudik said, 
“the new. law does not signal.a 

~ house-to-house canvass by Iécal 
fire departments. 

“However,'’ Bestudik warned, 
“ifta fire does occur and there is 
nota working smoke detector in 
evidence, penalties can occur.”

smoke detectors give occupants 
those previous seconds to get out 
of the burning area and into 
fresh air.” 

Local fire departments can 
assist in determination of the 
proper location of smoke detec- 
tors, he said.
